Cents Per Ton Starting Dec. 1

OTTAWA, Nov. 30.—The prices 
board announced tonight increases 
ranging from lO^to 65 cents per 
ton of coal produced in certain 
areas of Alberta and British Co¬ 
lumbia have been authorized toy E. 
J. Brunning, its coal administra¬ 
tor. 

The board said the increased 
prices are the result of decisions 
reached by the royal commission 
which investigated the recent coal 
mining labor dispute in those are¬ 
as, and have been determined as 
directed by the government. 

(In brief, the commission rec¬ 
ommended wage increases of $1 a 
day to 8,500 miners in the Alberta 
and British Columbia coal fields, 
The men had been on strike for 
increases of $2 a day). 

The increases are subject to re¬ 
view at any time, but the order 
stipulates they must be reviewed 
not later than March 31, 1944. 

Gets 50-Cent Boost 

Members of the Western Canada 
Bituminous Coal Miners’ Associ¬ 
ation may raise prices by 50 cents 
per ton for coal shipped from Dec. 
1 to March 31, 1944, inclusive. The 
increase after April 1 will be 40 
cents instead of 50 cents, or such 
other amount as may be authorized 


berta, Coal Operators Association 
may increase their prices by 65 
cents a ton for lump and egg coal 
shipped between Dec. 1 and March 
31, and after that date the increase 
will be 50 cents. 

The price of sfoker, nut and nut 
pea slack coal may be increased by 
26 cents per ton on shipments af¬ 
ter Dec. 1, and on slack coal the 
increase will be 10 cents per ton. 

The board’s announcement said 
con dealers are entitled to the in¬ 
creases actually charged them, but 
not to any additional mark-up. 

Must Show Cost 

Coal mine operators of Alberta 
and British Columbia, other than 
those mentioned in the order, may 
apply in writing to the coal admin¬ 
istrator for assistance, on or be¬ 
fore Dec. 31. They must give all 
information required by the admin- 
istator. 

If the administrator decides ah 
increase is required, he may desig¬ 
nate the operators affected and the 
additional amounts which they may 
charge on deliveries of their coal. 

The board said all operators 
authorized to increase the selling 
price of coal must forward finan¬ 
cial and operating statements to 
the administrator promptly.

Council Takes 
Action For 
Game Warden 

Write E. O, Duke, MLA, to Use 

His Influence Towards Getting 

Game Warden Here. 

The agitation started some time 
ago by local sportsmen to have a 
game warden stationed permanent¬ 
ly in the Pass has received the 
strong support of Coleman town 
council. 

The council has written a letter 
to E. O. Duke, MLA, pointing out 
the illegal activities of a number 
of Pass hunters and asking him to 
use his influence with Edmonton 
to have a game warden stationed 
permanently in the Pass. 

Following is the council’s letter: 
Dear Mr. Duke: 

At our last council meeting, I 
was asked to write to you, to try 
to point out the need for a fish 
.and game warden in the Crows’ 
Nest Pass Forest Reserve and ad¬ 
jacent areas. We really are at a 
loss to understand why Mr. Car¬ 
dinal was removed from this dis¬ 
trict. We believe we are safe in 
saying that there are more hunt¬ 
ers and fishermen here per capita 
than any other area of its size in 
the province. Big game and bird 
game are taken at all seasons of 
the year. Bag limits are totally 
disregarded, especially deer. Al¬ 
though Sunday shooting is prohib¬ 
ited there is more shooting on Sun¬ 
days than any other day of the 
week, and we are of the opinion 
that restrictions should be abolish¬ 
ed or else enforced. Most teen-aged 
boys own a .22 rifle, and instances 
are not uncommon to find where 
deer and other big game are shot 
at, wounded and often die. Many 
moose are killed, although there 
has been no open season in effect 
for many years. Sheep are very 
scarce in the south end of the area, 
but ranged in large number 10 to 
12 years ago, which is caused, we 
believe, by killing ewes and young. 
Closed streams, are all fished in 
this district, iff season and out of 
season. 

We thank you for past favors, 
and we know we can rely upon you 
trying to get a fish and game 
warden stationed here.

“SECRET WEAPONS” have attracted attention from time to time as 
they have figured either as threatened or" real obstacles to the progress of 
the war. When one has been produced by the enemy, we have taken im¬ 
mediate action to discover means of destroying its effectiveness, and in this 
part of the war, the work of scientists and engineers has been important, 
but has necessarily received very little publicity. In the same manner, the 
secret weapons discovered here bring no fame at the present time, to those j 
who have worked to perfect them. It is generally realized, however, that 
scientific research is playing an important part in the winning of the war, 
and in plans for post-war reconstruction. This war is being fought for the 
preservation of the four freedoms, as set down by Prime Minister Churchill 
and President Roosevelt in the Atlantic Charter, but we are told that scien- 
/ tists are carrying'on a fight for many thousands of freedoms, all of which 
are connected with the security and well-being of mankind. 


New Ways Of 
Saving Life 


War is necessarily associated in our thoughts 
with death and destruction, but while hostilities! 
are going on, scientists are continually seeking 
means of preserving life, of finding new uses for 
old materials, and of creating new and useful substances. We are told 
that the efforts made at this time to find ways of fighting disease and of 
saving human life, will result in benefits which will greatly outweigh the 
terrific losses which the war entails.

By a new process which includes 
dehydration, the sweet potato, strip¬ 
ped of its moisture, but with its 
sugar, minerals and vitamins intact, 
is ready to play a new role in thej 
nation's diet, says the iNational Geo¬ 
graphic Society. \ 

Long a stand-by in thcvdiets of the 
South—a frequenter of dimmer table3, 
but seldom seen on breakfast^menus 
—the humble “sweet” may soorvsnme 
to America’s breakfast tables a^-^j 
crisp and highly nutritious “cereal" 
carrying its own natural sugar. 

Breakfast food is only one of many 
contributiens made by the versatile 
sweet potato. Its products include 
candy bars or “caramel chews" 
cream powders, flour for pies and 
tasty sandwich spreads. 

Sweet potatoes are easy to grow 
and require little soil food. Back¬ 
yard gardens and scattered areas 
in the United Stated produced a] 
1943 crop of well over 70,000,000 
bushels. The creeping vinelike plant 
thrives as far north as New Jersey 
and west as far as Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, but Georgia is the top pro¬ 
ducer. - 2544

OTTAWA. — Immediate appoint¬ 
ment of a minister for-reconstruction 
to whom municipalities could bring 5 
their proposals for post-war work 
projects, was recommended by Cana¬ 
dian mayors who appeared before the 
House of Commons reconstruction 
committee. 

In a brief presented by the Cana¬ 
dian. Federation of Mayors and Muni¬ 
cipalities, supplemented by state¬ 
ments by mayors <ff various cities, the 
local governments asked for an early 
statement of government policy as to 
the extent of financial assistance 
which may be granted. 

The mayors recommended there be 
a master plan for reconstruction, to j 
avoid the possibility of competition i 
between cities and provinces for post¬ 
war undertakings. 

Mayor J. W. Fry of Edmonton said 
his city’s most pressing problem is 
housing. This also would be a major 
concern in the post-war period. 
While reconstruction was mainly a 
task for senior governments, the 
municipalities had a part to play. 
Edmonton ^axes were high and re¬ 
serves for post-war works had been 
built up. 

Mayor H. Nicholson of Estevan, 
Sask., said the lignite field near his 
town might be used more extensively 
for power production. A Souris 
Valley irrigation project could give 
work to many after the war. 

Mayor S. M. McEachern of Sas-\ 
katoon said the west is anxious to 
get back young people who had left 
for war industry jobs.” This led to 
the hope there would be factories 
for processing wool, leather, glue and 
the like in western Canada. The 
Dominion should set up a financial 
agency to assist the setting up of 
such industries. 

Thousands could be employed by 
irrigation projects along the North 
Saskatchewan river, he suggested. 

Municipalities financial resources 
are “wholly inadequate” for any large- 
scale post-war public works such as 
will probably be required, the fed¬ 
eration said in the brief presented to 


the House of Commons reconstruc¬ 
tion committee. 

The federal government should be 
ready to extend loans to municipali¬ 
ties for projects planned, with pay¬ 
ment of the full cost in some cases. 
Government intentions respecting 
such assistance should be made 
known soon. 

“We are convinced that a full- 
scale attack on the housing problefn 
is by all odds the ranking A1 priority 
for the tasks of peace,” the brief 
continued. 

A “bold national policy” should be 
adopted for rehousing' low-income 
groups at acceptable minimum stan¬ 
dards, as a co-operative undertaking 
among federal, provincial and local 
governments and private enterprise. 

Municipal authorities should con¬ 
sider reducing the rate of taxation 
on building and the corresponding 
increase of such rates on land so as 
to lower the tax burden on home 
owners and the occupants of low-rent 
homes, and to stimulate rehabilitation 
of blighted areas and slums.

Allied Chiefs Meet In Conference 


LONDON.—The bomber's show¬ 
down bid for out and out victory 
in the battle of Berlin found ground 
officers pulling as hard as anyone for 
the world's first major victory 
through air power -but these men 
who must plan and lead an invasion 
from the west are keeping their 
fingers firmly crossed.

Compensation and the Old Age Pension 

On Monday night at the council meeting one of 
the unfair clauses in the Old Age Pension Act came 
to light. There is an elderly gentleman here who is 
in receipt of the Workmen’s Compensation pension 
amounting to $359 per year. His wife, eligible for the 
pension, was penalized due to the husband receiving 
the Workmen’s Compensation pension and was giv¬ 
en only $15 plus the supplementary $5 cheque instead 
of the $25 plus the $5. The husband is now on the 
verge of reaching his 70th birthday. He is now eli¬ 
gible for the full pension of $30 per month, which 
will give him an extra 40 cents above his present 
income. The wife, however, will benefit, as she should 
now be eligible for the full pension, which will give 
her an extra $120 per year. According to the debate 
at the council table, that 40 cents deprived the aged 
lady of $120 of much needed income.

Council has now entered the arena as the fight 
continues on the part of Coleman sportsmen to get 
a game warden stationed permanently in the Pass. 
It has ascertained the facts, such as illegal hunting 
and fishing in this district, and sent them in a letter 
to E. 0. Duke, MLA. 

Agitation some time ago brought the game war¬ 
den stationed at Lethbridge to the Pass. He sized up 
the local situation and we presume sent a report to 
Edmonton, but to date nothing has been done to sta¬ 
tion a game warden in one of the Pass towns where 
he would be close to his work and be in a better posi¬ 
tion to find out who was guilty of illegal hunting 
and fishing. 

It is only fair to Pass sportsmen and to game in 
this district that someone be sent here to supervise, 
and the sooner the better. 

The Liquor Question 

Did Ottawa and the provincial governments give 
the liquor question the study it warranted? Witness¬ 
ing policemen keeping a long line of men and women 
in order as they seek to get their December quotas 
leads one to believe that they did not. Undoubtedly 
more women hold liquor permits today than ever be¬ 
fore, which certainly is not to the credit of the liquor 
officials. 

In the bar, before beer rationing came into effect, 
men were accustomed to go more for conversation 
with friends than to consume beer. Today that has 
changed. Many now go into the bar with, the full in¬ 
tention of drinking as much beer as possible, the so¬ 
cial side being only of secondary importance. 

Beer is not so important to the war effort. Let the 
working man get his beer when he wants it. The 
large majority are conservative drinkers. He is very 
much in the war effort as he turns out daily the ma¬ 
terials of war and pays heavy taxes. He should be 
considered every bit as much as^he other fellow. 

Little Co-operation Given Local Organizations 

Why is it that Coleman citizens will not stir them¬ 
selves to co-operate with local organizations even 
though it may mean benefit to a family member of 
a friend? During the past few weeks one organiza¬ 
tion asked for names of local citizens in the armed 
forces and based in the Dominion in order that 
Christmas parcels be sent to them. Few names were 
received although depots were placed throughout 
town for citizens’ convenience. 

Another organization asked for names of 
all Coleman persons in the armed forces in order 
that an honor roll may be prepared. Few names 
again secured. However, if some miss their parcels 
or someone is left off the honor roll there will be 
people who will make quite a noise because of that 
omission. Let’s all co-operate in these requests. 

Need For a Debating Society 

There is one society that all towns, regardless of 
size, could profit from, and that is a debating society. 
Today we hear of post-war reconstruction, the Bev¬ 
eridge Report, the CCF and Social Credit doctrines, 
plans of the Progressive-Conservative party, and a 
host of other topics pertaining to the peace of Eu¬ 
rope after the war. The large majority of the public 
read about them, but not all understand them. If 
competent debaters were .brought on the stage from 
time to time and allowed to debate various pertin¬ 
ent topics of the day, many people would become 
more enlightened on a number of subjects, and in 
the case of politics would be in a position to vote 
more intelligently.

The 
remaining portion called "matte” con¬ 
taining the copper is then processed 
through converters where air is 
blown through the mass and the 
remaining sulphur and iron removed. 
The material left in the converters 
is blister Gopper which is cast into 
bars and sent to a refinery in Mont¬ 
real. The refinery separates the 
contained copper, gold, silver, selenium 
and tellurium, the final products 
being pure metals now readv to take 
their places in the Allied Nations 
munitions factories. 

Method Of Refining Zinc 
The zinc concentrates go first to 
roasters where the excess sulphur is 
burned off and the zinc changed to a 
soluble form. This product is next 
passed into tanks where the zinc is 
dissolved by acid treatment. The 
solution is purified in the purification 
section of the plant, and then from 
the purified solution the zinc is 
plated on a metal cathode sheet by 
passing an electric current through 
the solution. The zinc next is stripped 
from the cathode sheet and melted 
in a furnace, and cast into slabs to 
be shipped to the war factories. This 
zinc is almost pure, much of it run¬ 
ning 99.99% purity. This purity is 
essential when the zinc is to be 
alloyed with certain other metals for 
the purpose of making die castings 
of aeroplane parts and other war 
equipment, which require little or no 
machining. Its purity thus saves

On direct orders from Prime Min- 
istef Churchill, Britain’s street light¬ 
ing systems, run down from lack of 
use because of the blackout, are be¬ 
ing overhauled in preparation for the 
first night of victory.

During the present war, 13,895 
churches and other ecclesiastical 
buildings in Britain have been de¬ 
stroyed or damaged.

THE SIN OF COVETOUSNESS 

Golden text: Thou shalt not covet 
. . . anything that is thy neighbor's. 
Exodus 20:17. 

Lesson: Exodus 20:17; Luke 12: 
13-34. 

Devotional Reading: Luke 18:18-27. 

Explanations and Comments 

The Law Against Covetousness, 
Exodus 20:17. There is sin In the 
desire of something that belongs to 
another. The Tenths Commandment 
differs from all the others in that it 
has to do 1 with a man’s relation to 
himself, his inmost thoughts. Rather 
than being a law against acts, it 
directs man to control impulses 
which may lead to acts. It legislates 
for the control of thoughts and de¬ 
sires. Keep thy heart with all dili¬ 
gence, for out of it are the issues of 
life, Proverbs 4:23. 

The commandment specifies objects 
which in those early days a man 
might covet—his neighbor’s house, 
wife, man-servant, maid-servant, ox, 
ass, anything that was his neigh¬ 
bor’s. “To wish for a house in 
which to live, to desire a wife to 
grace it, or the agents necessary to 
manage it, or marketable values in 
addition: these are helpful spurs to 
all heights of industry, harmful to 
none—not even the possessors. De¬ 
sire passes into evil when it becomes 
envious of what otfers hold; when it 
would—were the power possessed- 
gird itself to self-gratification at 
another’s cost.” (Allan Poole).

These are the tragic facts which 
prompt the present campaign for im¬ 
munization of children against the 
disease, which is much more serious 
than most parents appreciate. In re¬ 
cent years the incidence and the 
virulence of whooping cough have 
increased. It has become one of the 
menacing enemies of childhood. 

Not only whooping cough, but 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and small¬ 
pox are diseases which take a pitiful 
toll of Canadian child life every year, 
although easily preventable. 

One health authority has gone so 
far as to suggest that when a child 
dies of one of these unnecessary, pre¬ 
ventable diseases, the parents or
